dren, Carmen,i4,Huan,10,and Elsa,i1,are living with 
relatives who are very poor but try to help in 
this way.All are going to school.They have been 
living elsewhere for only a year or _ two. 

The family lives in a kind of rooming 
house,a shack of wood walls,zinec roof,that shelters 
other families.This family has three vrooms in a ' 
space 10' by 39'.In the first room are double 
bed, wooden chairs,table.In the next are a_ simple 
bed with its battered mattress and threadbare covers, 
small table and wardrobe, rope for hanging clothes,

to print it in the next newsletter, and those of 
you who are staying in Wontreal, and have nothing go 
do, write to a sister who's far away.
